8t. PAtn^, Sept. 6.— The Hinckley 
horror is dawniuK ill its awful mugni- 
tude. There are now lyinR in the 
desolaU; cemetery, under anhallow cover- 
ing of Band or iu tlic rude, rougli boxes, 
which tako the plocca of caskets, 21G 
bodlM. F. a. Weber of Pine City, who 
hae had entire charge of the interment, 
has }ia(l his work well in hand and has 
kept most accurate accounts of the 
bodies. These figures are his, and in- 
olnde those bnried by friends. 

Foor trenches in all have becu opened, 
sepmtad hy about four feet. Com- 
mendng on the south, iu the north 
tNDOb, are 45 unboxed corpses. In 
trench No. 9 are 20 boxes, many con- 
taining troon two to five bodies. This 
trench i* not yet dosed. In the third 
are 37 boxes like the others. Thefonrth 
trench is not yet in use, bnt there are 
piled op 19 ham which will h« pat iu 
ai soon as poMihle. 

The foreman of the oonstmcttan train 
has rep'nted to Coroner Irwia that in 
Hm hiu at tiie north end of the Mdge 
aoroas the GMndstone were nine Dodies 
completely incinerated so that the sex 
coaldnot be distinguished. 

A few rods west of wliere the Dulnth 
depot stood was found the body of a 
woman. To this must be added the 
few bodit^s shipped out, the two buried 
by Jim Hunt's party, four interred vy 
anotiier explorer, Stautle, by name, 
makmg the total of about 225 aoOOUlteKii 
for iu Hinckley and vicinity. 

A mass of estimates ai'e being made, 
but there is no fouudation for tliem 
There were uinloubtedly wettlt rs and 
men in tho lumber campM who have not 
yft been discoviTcd. A st art'h for thi;m 
will be probi'LUted witli vipir and they 
will be buiifd when- thoy lie. There ijt 
an unknown number of dead in the 
millpond. It is as yet unapproximattxl 
The bank w;us covennl with sawdust 
and edgings, ami not far awaj^ was tho 
Brennuu mill and lumber yards. 

A number of pi^rsons were seen to go 
to the mill pimd. Not one came out 
alive, and hardly a glimpse of the south 
bank, where the ]>f-ople wert», can 1h 
obtained ou account of the smoke stil 
rolling up in dense columns. It may 
be a day or two before this pool of 
death can be examined. It is full of 
logs, and the work of recovery will be a 
matter of a good deal of difficulty unless 
the dam is cut and the water drawn off, 
an expedient wliich may be adopted. 

At Pokegama, or Brook Park, the 
dead have been nearly all acoonuted 
for and will not run over 25. A» Miller 
w«l« bnried 13; at Sandstone 67. Thes« 
flgores, with an' estimate, show those 
DOl tH |<rand bring the total up to 379. 
The latter litimate may be too low, but 
it is a matter <4 absolute oonjecture, 
and it ii h«re that the widely differ^t 
tolitimt 'UmiA.

At Hinckler there has been consider- 
able activity during the day. Thesnr- 
▼ivors have placed the exeontiTe direc- 
tion of affalfi in charge of a committee, 
of which 9.

Lumber and supplies came up yester- 
day and a cook shanty, enclosed on 
three sides with an adjoining store- 
room, was knocked together. Here was 
installed a crew of lumber camp cooks, 
wlio prepared ham and fresn meat, 
ooflee and bread and cheese iu 
daat quantities for the refngeea.

Washington, Sept. .5.— The peculiar 
haze noticeable in tlie sky all over th 
country for the last week or so has bt-en 
a matter of great interest to ineteorolo 
gists, and many experiments have been 
going on iu different observatories to 
aetermiue its cause and nature. The 
weather bureau oilicials have been mak 
ing observations, and the opinions of 
two of the professors is given to the 
public. 

Professor Henry A. Hasen says: 
"The conditions east of the Missis 
sippi river are unquestionably due to 
forest fires, just as in 1871 and 1881 
The forest fires this year have been 
much more serious than common owiu^ 
to the dronth that has existed. The at' 
mosuhere has been very dry, and ex- 
tends to enormous heights." 

Profeesor Cleveland Abbe of the 
weather bureau, who has made a special 
research into this smoke phenomena, 
says. 

"I begin to-day a collection of all the 
the weather btureau has relative to 
"^ad of the ha<e vrMdh now covers 

afer ^art of the United States. 
\kr\y iu Jvfy } began to receive re 
ports bf forest ntea and large areas of 
smdke in Mitidesota, Wtseousin and 
upper Mi<;bigan. Since then renorts 
have cxnno from lower Michigan, New 
York and Pennsylvania There is every 
If ason to believe" that all of the smoke 
haze which now covers tho country is 
tho result of the diffusion of smoke of 
burning forests and crops. 

"This smoke from the forest and 
prairie fires is difTused perceptibly to a 
greater distance than many people im- 
agine possible. Abiut tlie time of the 
threat Chicago tire there wen- also ex- 
tensive fires, whose smoke wa.s carried 
rapidly and directly eastward, and 
within two weeks' time was reported by 
numerous vessels iu a continuous senes 
from our Atlantic coast more than half 
way over to Africa. 

"In some parts of the country it has 
been reported that owing to the variety 
of this cloud of haze, injurious frosts 
have been prevented. In other parts of 
the country haze is said to have miti- 
gated the heat of the son so as to have 
favored, to a small aztent, the growth of 
corn and other crops eqieoiaUy injured 
by a long dront h.'*^ 

Small Haiulet B s>etle< Destroyed. 

WiLUAMSPOBT, Pa., Sept. 6.— It is re- 
ported here that English Center, a small 
hamlet in Lycoming county of 2,000 in- 
habitants, has been destrOTed by forest 
fires, but all the wires are down aud the 
report can not be coiifirmed. It is also 
reported that destmc'tive fires are run- 
ning near Kaoa, and that the losses 
there are veiybaavy. Thus f ar no IM^e 
has been reported low.

contro. again. 

Early yesterday morning the men be 
gau to gather at the Browufield works 
for the parade. Marching from plant 
to plant the strikers kept tramping and 
cheering, and c, tiling out men at work 
at the ovens until nearly every plant iu 
the southern end of the region wara da> 
serted. 

As a possible intimation of what 
might be in reserve in case coaxing 
failed to call out the men at work tiie 
strikers fired dynamite bombs at each 
place visited. 

They seemed to have an inexhausti 
ble supply ni I'Xiiiosive, and were pr' 
gal in it.- use. The firing eri'ated more 
excitement than tho niarchinfj, and 
music and shouting of the strikers.

That the court has no power to enjoin 
any offense against the penal laws at 
the United States. 

That any act of congress purporting 
to give a court of equity power to en- 
join any offense against the penal laws 
of the United States is in conflict with 
the fifth and sisth amendments to the 
constitution of the Uuit«d States.

A Plucky Farmer Save* a Train From Il«- 
ln( Wreokeil.

Ou stop- 
ping the train it was found that wreck- 
ers had b«'en at work, bnt were di.scov- 
ereil and fr;txhteued away by a man 
liviii;? near, who then tore oft' his shirt 
and lighting it, stopping the tr.iiu. 

It appears that about mitlniKht 
gain; of men went to work and deraile 
the track for the length of three railf 
tearing off the fishplates ami drawiiii^ 
spikes. They left their tools behind 
them. The rails had been loosened but 
not removed, and the train pa.ssed satV' 
ly across at a slow rate, iiight at thi.- 
poiut is a high precipice or emttink 
ment, and it was the evident intentioi 
to ditcli tlie train and hurl it down tin 
incline. The escajx^ wa- providential 
The sherill at Stevens Poiut was noti 
fied and the train proceeded on its way 
to St. Paul, where it arrived on time 
Ne clew was had to the miscreants, nor 
wa.s there any knowledge of tbair mo> 
tive iu wTcckiug the train.
